tions in the Distriet!s of Columbia by general 
Jaw. 
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INSTITUTION OF LEARNING, 


Be it eoncted by the Senate and House o 
Ropresentatives of the United States of Amer- 
iea 1a Consress assembled, That any five or 
muro persons, being desirous of associating 
themselyes for the purpose of estubiishing 
no institution of learning, may make, sign, 
und avkauiwle tge, heiure any officer auchorz— 
el to takatho acknowledgment of deeds in 
this District, and file in we oficar of register 
of deeds of suid District, a certificate or declara- 
uov, iu writing, to be reeurde! in a book kept 
fur that purpose, end open to publie inspec 

“tion, in which ehall be stated tha nme or 
title by whieh saul ingtitution shail be knows 
to law, tha nu rover of trustees, directors, or 
manners, and their nome, the particnlar 
brane of literature ond seience, either of 
them, proposed to bo taught, and af said Theil- 
tusiun w to beof the rank of a college or uni- 
versity, the number and designation of the 
professorships to be stablished. 

Upon fiting the certiticateas aforesaid, the 
persons who shallhave signed andacknowledged 
the same, and their sucecsgors and agsuciates, 
shall, by the provisions of thig act, be a body 
politic and corporate, by the nama and style 
stated in the certificate, aud by that name and 
style shail havo perpetual succession, with 
power to sue and be guel, plead anl be ims 
pleated, ta acquire, bold, aut convey pro- 
porty in all lawlul ways, to hava and use a 
common geal and the same to aller and change 
at pleasure, to make and alter, at tines or 
from time to time, such by-laws not inconsist- 
ent with the Caustilution of the United States 
or tho laws in force in said District, as they 
may doem necessary for tho government of 
said institution, and to confer upon such per- 
Bons ay may bo considered worthy such acad- 
emical or honorary degrees as are usually eon- 
ferred by similar insticutions. . 


Any covporaticn go furmed as aforesaid shall 
havy power to fill such vacancies in their own 
body ag may happen by death, resignation, or 
otherwise, and shall hold the property of 
anid institution solely for the purposes of edu- 
tation, and not for the individual benefit of 
themselves, or of any contributor to the endow

„Any corporation formed in eccordance 
With the provisions of this act shall ke come 
potent ia law and equity to tale to themselves, 
in their corporate name, real personal, or 
mixed property, by gift, grant, bargaining, and 
ails, conveyance, will devise, on bequests of 
aly persons whomugvever, and the same estato 
‘grant, bargain, sall, canvey, devise, let, 
pisza out nt intereat, or otherwise disposa of 
tas uza of gaid institution in such manner 
aS shall saam most beneficial thereto, 

The trustees, directors, or managers of any 
“Otporation formed under the property belong- 
zeto Asid institution, according to their 
Seat judzment, in erecting’ or completing 
tabla baillings, supporting necessary obicers, 
reltuetory, sud servants, and procuring 
Wis, maps charts, globes, and philosophical, 
*omical, and other apparatus ueveasury to the 
veces of anid institution, 

In case any donation, devise, ur bequest 
Pall pg made for particular purposes, aczore 
Pont with the designs of the institution so es- 
Mohahed as aforesaid, and the corporation 
ball accept tho same, such donation, doviae, 
€ bequest shall bs applied in conformity 
rith ths express condition of the donor or 
evisop, 
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No corporation established as aforesaid 
shall be allowelto hold more land at any one 
nshall ba necessary for tha purposes 
of education, as set forth in its articles of asso» 
ciation, unless the corporation shall have reeety- 
ed the same by gift, grant, or devise, and in 
such case snah corporation shall be required 
to soll or dispose of the same within ten yonrs 
from the time the title thereto is acquired; and 
on failure so to dispose of the sama, said laud 
Lover aud above the samonnt necessary to be 
used as aforesaid, shall revertio the original 
donor, grantor, devisor, or their, heirs, 

Corporations formed under this aet shall 
have power to employ and appoint a president 
or principal for each institution, snd all such 
professors or servantsas may be necessary, 
and ahall hava power to displace any of them, 
as the interests of the institution require; tó 
fill vacancies which may happen by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, among said officers 
ov servants; and to prescribe and direct the 
eourse ofstudies to he pursnedin suid instin 
tution, 


Any corporation ostablished ag aforesaid 
may require the treasurer of said institution, 
and all other agents thereof, . before entering 
upon the duties of their appointment, to give 
bonds for the security of said corporation in 
such satos and with security deemed sufficient 
by said corporation or institution. 


“All process against any corporation estub» 
lished under this section shall pe by sum- 
ons, and the service of the same shell be by 
laaving an attested copy thereof with the pre- 
sideut, seoretary, or treasurer, or at the office 
of the corporation, nt least sixty days before 
the return day thereof. 


Tt shall be the duty of the trustees of any 
institution, or a majority of them, to file, on 
or before the first Monday in January in 
each year, in the office of the register of decds 
where the original eertificate. was filed, n atate» 
ment of the trustees and ofirera of tha insti- 
tution, with an inventory of its property snd 
liabilities and stadents, and such other intor- 
mation as shall or willexhibit its condition or 
Operation, 


In case any corporation created under this 
actalall at anytime violate orfuil to com- 
ply with any of the turegoing provisions, upon 
complaint being made to the circuit court cf 
the District of Colambia, a writ of quo war- 
ranto shall issue, and the district attorney or 
city attorney shail prosecute, in behalf of the 
peoplé, for a forfeiture of all rights aud 
privileges secured by this act to such cor- 
poration, ` 


RELIGIOUS SOCIETIES. 

Sec. 2, Andbs it further enacted, That 
it shall be lawful for the mambers of any 
society or congregation heretofore formed in 
this District, for the purposes of relizious 
worship, aud for members of any society cr 
congrevation which may hereafter be formed 
for the purpose aforesaid, to receive by gift, 
devise, or purchase, a quantity of land notcx~ 
ceeding ons acre, and to erect or build theron 
such houses and buildings as they may deem 
necessary for the comfort and convenience af 
such socioty or congregation, and auch sacictr 
or congregation may assume a name, and 
elect or appoint any number of trastees, not 
exceeding ten who shall be styled trusteca of 
such society or congregation by the name 
assumed; and the title to the land purchased, 
and improvements male, aball be vested in 
hands and seals, stating the date of their elege» 
tion or appointment, the name of the sctiety 


the trustees by the name and style assumed as 
aforesaid, 


Immediately after the election or appoints 
ment of trustees by any sociaty or congregatiun 
as nforesaid, the persons elected or apa 


pointed shall make a certificate under their 


or congregation, and length of time for which 
they were elected or appointed, which shail 
be verified by the affidanit of some one of the 
persons making the same, and shall be lel 
and recorded in the office of the register oi 
deeds in said District, and the said trustees 
shall hold their office for and during the pericd 
astatel in the certificate aforesaid, At the ex- 
piration uf theirterm of service and forover 
thereafter nt the expiration of the term ct 


servica of any trustee elected or appointed aa 
aforesaid, the suid aociety or congregation shall 
elect or appoint successors, who shall in like 
manner continue in office for such period as 
may bo limited by the sociaty or congrepation; 
and a certificate of their appointment or elec- 
tion shall be made by the trustees whose term 
of service shall have expired, which sball be 
verified by affidavit and filed and recovered 
ag provided in the election of oficers in the 
Erat instance. 

The trustees elected or appointed under the 
provisions of this division, and their successors, 
dhall have perpetual snecession and existence: 
and the title to land herein authorized to be 
purchased, and to the duildinga and improve- 
ments thereon, shall bo vested in the said 
trustees by their assumed name and their saer 
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cecsors forever; and thesame shall be beld 
for the uses and purpases herein named and 
no ather; and such trustees shall be capable 
inlaw to gue and ba sued, implead and bo 
impléaded, answer and be anawered unto, 
defend and be defended, in all courts of Inv 
or equity whatsoever, in and by the name and 
atyle assumed, ag aforesaid; and shall haye 
power under the direction of the society or 
congregation to sell and execute deeds and 
couvaynnees of and concerning the sitate and 
property herein authorized to beheii hy said 
society or congregation; and snch deeds or 
conveyances shall have the eame effect ag like 
deeds or convéyances made by natural persons: 
Provided, That io deed or conveyances shall 
be made of any estate held ag aforesnid, so as: 
to dafeat or destroy the interest or effeet of 
any grant, donation, or bequest, which may 
be mada cf any estate held donation, ar be- 
queat, which may ba made to any auch society 
or congregation; bat all grants, donations, 
and bequests, shall be appropriated and used 
asdirected by the povson-or persons making 
(he same. 


Every society or congregation formed as 
aforesaid shall laye power to provide for filling 
vacancies which may happen in the office of 
trustee, and elso to remove trustees, fom of- 
fice, and to adopt such rules and regulations 
in relation to the. duties of truster, and the 
management of ilgestate ag the members may 
deem proper, not incousigtent with the Coweti- 
tution ef the United States, and Inwa in force 
in the District of Columbia. 


Upon the dissolution of any soctety or con- 
gregatinn formed under the provisions of this 
division, the estate and properry of such gòciety 
or congiegation shall revert biel to the per- 
sous, their heirs and assigua, whe may hava 
given or contribuied to the purchase of or 
payment ter the same, aceording to their regs 
pective rights. A failureto elect or appoint 
trustees at any time when, by ibe provisions 
of this division, such election or appointment 
should be had, shall not work a dissolution of 
tha society cr congregation; but the trustees, 
last elected or uppointed shall be cousiduied 
asin ofiice until another election or appoiat~- 
ment shall take place, 


The trustees now in office, or those who may 
hereafter be appointed or elocted under the 
provisiuns of this divisicn, shall have power, 
ander the direction of the society or congregas 
tion by whom they were elected ot appointed, 
to execute mortgs es, cfand concerning the 
estate aud property which any eocicty or con~ 
gregation sre authorized by this division to 
hold, or to Jease the same conveyances shall 
have tha same effect and be enforced by the 
same remedies and proceding as like mortga- 
ge, deceda leases, and conveyances made by 
vatural persons, anything in this division to 
the contrary notwithstandins, 

The provision of this division are intea led 
to exten] to members of societies heratofore or 
heraafter to bn formod for the purpose of estab- 
lishing and maintaining private school for re= 
ligious purposes, 

The act shall not be go construed as cone 
foriing privileges or any benefits to such 
sovieties under the school laws of this Dis- 
trict’ 


SOCIETIES, BENEVOLENT, EDUCATION- 
AL, AND SO FORTH. 


Sec, 3. And be it fmther cnacted, That any 
tLree or more pergous of fell age, citizens of 
the United States, a majorily of whoa shall 
be citizens of this District, who desire to as« 
soviate themselves for benevolent, charitable, 
aducestione), liierary, musical, scientifie, rel- 
gious, or missionary purposon including secie- 
ties formod for mutual improvement, or for 
tho promotion of the arts, may make, sign; 
and aclnovwled-ze befor? any cheer authorized 
to take tha ackoowledgm at of deeda in this 
District and flein the office of the register 
of deeds, to be recnrded by him, a certificate 
in writing, in which shall by stoted the name 
or title by which such society shall be known 
in law, the particnlur business atid objects 
of such society, for tho first year of ita exe 
istance, 


Upon filing acertifieate, ox aforecnid, the 
persons who shail havo sigaed aud acknow» 
ledged such certificate, and their as-nciates 
and successors, shall thereupou, by vir.ue of 
this act, be a body politic and corporate, by 
the nama stated ii euch certificate; and by 
that name corporate, by the name stated in 
such eertifiente; aad by that name they and 
their successors muy have end usea common 
seal,and the sawa may alterand chongo at 
pleasure, and may make such bylaws; aud 
thay and their suecessosa, by their corporate 
name, shall in law be enpable of taking, receiv- 
ing purchasing, and holding real and perso oJ 
estate necessary for the purposes of said 
society as stated in said certificate, and may 
sell aud couviy the satae; to elect officers 
and agents of such socitiy for the manages 
ment of its business. 

‘The society ao incorporated may annually, 
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or oftener, elect from its members, its truainen, 


‘| directors, or managers, at such iime snd 


lace, in such manner as ‘may be spevilicd in - 


its byrlaws,, who shallibave fha'soomtrol and 
manngement of the affairs and funds of gaid 
society, a majority of whom shall ba a quorum 
forthe transaction of business, aod whenever 
any yacancy shall happen among such trusting, 
directors, or managers by death, resignation, 
or otherwise, such vaeaney shall be Hlled in 
such manner as shall’bb provided ‘by the bys 
laws of said society. 


‘The provisions of this act’ shall not extend, - 


to nor apply toany sasociation or individual 
who shall, in the certificate filed with the ree 


gister of deeda, uso or specify a name or style .

Any corporation formed under tbis act shall 
be capable of taking, holding, or receiving 
any property, renl or personal, by virtue of any 

iit, purchase, devise, or bequest, ‘nécesgary 
or tke purposes of said ‘society, as stated in 
said ' certificate, or in any other manner. 

The teuxtoes, directors, or stockholders of aby 
existing, benevolent, charitable, educational, 
musical, literary, avientific, religious or mig- 
sionary corpovation, including societies formed 
for. mutual improvement, may, by conforming 
to the requirements of the several sections o 
this act, reincorporate themselves, or con~ 
tinue their existing corporate powers under 
this act, or may change their namo, stating in 
their certificate the original name of such cor- 
poration as wellas their new name sssnmed ; 
and all property and effects of such existing 
corporation shall vestin and belong to the cor-

yoration so reincorporated or continued. Cors 


porations under this division may be organized 
for any, term not exceeding twonty years, the 
term to be stated in the certificate mentioned 
in the first section. 

‘The corporations formed undor this act may 
sell and dispose of auy real estate they may 
nequire by purchase, gift,.or device, ag fol- 
lows: Whenever any lot purchased for the 
use of the corporation, or any building crected 
thereon, shall become ineligible fur the uses 
for which said lot was purchased or said’ build 
ing erected, to be determined by a vote of two- 
thirds of the shaves of the stock of said corpor~ 
ation or the members af suid corporation at t 
meeting af the stockholders or corporators or 
members of said cotporation specially called 
for. that purpose, the proceedings of which 
meeting shall ba daly entered on the raoords 
of said corporation, said lot or building may 
be sold and ths proceeds thercof may be vested 


in another lot, or in the erection of another | 


building, or both, 

When any renl estate shell bavo beon da- 
viseg or given to any such curporation, for any~ 
specified Lexevolent purpose aforesaid, and 
Where, Ly a vote of three-foucths of the stock 
wld by the stockholders, or three-fourths of 
the cospotators, if no shares of stock have been 
créated, ofany corporation formed under this 
act, then by a vote of three-fourths of the 
members thereof, at a meeting called for the 
purpose, of which such stockhoiders or corpora 
ators qv members as aforesaid shall have at 
least ten daye’ notice, tha said corporation 
shall determine fo surrender their corporate 
powers and cease to act ander the same, said 
reel and personal estate, so acquired as afores 
said, shall be sold at public auction, proper 
notice othe time nnd place of said sale having 
been given, and the proceeds of said sale equi» 
tably distributed amoug the stockholders or 
corporators aforesaid, or disposed of for the 
promotion and advencement of the objecta for 
whichsuch corporation was oiginely organs 
ized ; Provided, ‘hat no corp ration ure sud 
by this section ghall hoid real estate moro than 
five years, excapt so much as shall be neca 
sary forthe purpose named in its certificate. 


MANUFACTURING, AGRICULTURAL, 
MINING, AND MECHANICAL OPER- 
ATIONS. 


See, 4 And be it further enacted, That ab 
any time hereafter any three ar more persons 
who muy desire to form a company for the 
purpose of carrying on any kind of manufac~ 
turing, agricultural, mining, mechanical- busis 
nese, tusurance, mercantile, tranapartation, or 
marketing in the district of Columbia, may 
nimia, tin, or ectaowledge, beforagsome ollie 
cte competent to taho the acknowledgment af 
deoda, nud file in tho office of the rezistor of 
deeds, u certificate in writing, in which shall 
bestated the corporfs name of the said com- 
pany and the objects for which said company 
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shail bs formed; the amont of the capital, 
stock ofsaid company; the term of its existe 


ence not to exceed twenty years; tho number 
of shares of which the said stock shall consist; 
the number of trusters and their names, who 
shall manggo the concerns of asid company 
for tuo firstyaur; and tha namo of the place 
in said District in which the operations of ssid 
company arë to be carried on.

` The late despatches ftom Washington bring

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ANOTHER HORROR. 


Murder and Robbery by Indians, 


Again it becomes our painful duty to re- 
cord, another outrage by Indiana resulting in 
the murder of two men, the prabable capture 
of a third, and destruction of property tothe 
value of more than six thousand dollara: On 
Friday evening, the 5th inst, Thos, Vena- 
ble, accompanied by two employes, left for 
Camp Crittenden with two wagons loaded 
with merchandise for A, Lazard, trader at 
that post. On the afternoon of Sunday, 
when about 18 miles from the post and 
near what is known as Davis’ Spring, the wag- 
ona were surrounded bya large band of Indians 
who killed Mr. Venable and one of the team- 
stera, a Mexican, The other teamster is saup% 
posed to have been taken prisoner as his body 
haa not been found, ‘Lhe news of the: affair 
was brought to Camp Crittenden by the ex- 
press rider from Tucson who, on'Sunday night, 
while on his way to'that post discovered boxes 
and articles of merchandise strewn along tho 
road fur some distance, and finally reached 
the wagons which he foundsacked and desert~ 
ed, After having called several times nad 
having failed to receive any anawer, he became 
autisfied that the Indians bad been at work 
and that they did uot leave any part of it un- 
- done; he therefore proceeded to Crittenden and 
apprized the Commanding officer, Capt, Mol- 
ton, of what he had seen, The Captain, ac~ 
companied by Mr. Stevens, and with a party 
of twenty mounted men started for the scene 
and arrived there at an early hour on the fol- 
‘towing: morning. Ata short distanca. from 
the wagona they discovered tho body of the 
Mexican teatnster, covered with wounds and 
four arrowa protruding from his breast, At 
a distance of about ono thousand yards the 
body of Mr. Venable was discovered but mu- 
tilated in a manner which rendered it almost 
unrecognizable, Hiseyes were torn out, his 
nose and lipg cut away, and the skin and 
flesh were torn from ono-side Gf his face and 
hung in shreds upon his neck. The other 
victim i3 an American who arrived from the 
Rio Grande only abouttwo weeks siaces no 
trace of him has been found and itis the gen» 
azal impression that he has been made a pris- 
oner—in whieh case the fate of those who 
have fallen were enviable when compared with 
what his will be or has already beén. Capt 
Molton immediately sent a despatch into town 
and then went in pursuit of the Iadians, who 
mast have left some ten hours ‘previously. 
Maj. Vale, accompanied by Mr, Lazard and 
others, left for the scene on Tuesday. i 
Mr, Venable was one uf the first Americans 
who settled in Arizona., There were but pwo 
befora him, For sixteen years he has toiled 
in tho midst of danger and at one time was 
worth several thousand dollars. About a 
ycar ago the Indians madea raid upon his 
train at Camp Grant and robbed him of almost 
everything he possessed; his proeperity never 
fairly recovered {com the effects of this check 
and the result is that he leaves a helpless fams 
ily utterly destitute.

LATER, 


Captain Molton, with his command, and Mr. 
IL 8. Stevens arrived on Wedaosdey. After hav- 
ing left the scono of the murder thoy followed 
upon tho trail of the Indians and came up with 
the whole band on the following dsay—having 
madoa journey of somo 40 milos. They iinmo- 
diately proceeded to the attack, but the Indians 
to the numbor of about 200, and with ample am- 
munition, opsned firo upon them from ` behind 
the rooks, and tho little party was obligod to 
rotroat with the Joss of one man wounded and 
three horses killed, Observing the uttor folly” 
of making any further affort to dislodge the Indi~ 
ang, tho Captain concluded to return, and arrived 
as statod. š 

The ncoursod rods havo had the better of this 
fight and may justly fool elated, For onen they 
Temain masters of the field-—thoro being no troops 
to send against them. 


But wehave not yot concluded our acopunt of 
this week's horrors. In consequence of, the nan- 
Arrival of tho Eastern (horgeback) mail on Tues- 
day, an express was sont by the postmaster on 
Wodnosilay, with orders to proceed to the ranch 
of Mr. Miller atthe Cionega, thore to make inquiry 
with regard to tho mail, and return with whatever 
{information he could obtain. Arriving at thas 
“ttatiof, the oxpress, Mr. Conwell, discovered n 
Pile of tables and chairs in tho door as though the 
jnmates had fortificod themselves against an 
Attack, In the corral he discovered the 
body of Mr. Smith, an employe; but teel- 
dng that hid position was fraught with danger he 
Wisely loft the lodality without making’ further 
investigation. This much, however, ho belioves’: 
that Indians had attacked the station, killod Mr. 
Smith, killed or captured Mr. Young, Mr. Mil- 
ler’s partner, and oarriod off whatovor stock re- 
sined upon tho promises. Mr. Miller happen-

Sap Accipent;—On Monday last a Mexican 
named Romero, liviog at the North side of 
the Plaza, while in the act of cleaning a pistol 
accidentally discharged its contents into the 
body of his child—s little girl of about two 
years, The bullet entered the left side ani 
escaped at the right shoulder, The poor little 
victim lingered for.a couple of hours, and 
singularly enough, neither cried nor in any 
other manner showed indication of suffering; 
and at length “passed away as calmly as if 
sinking into its infant slumber. 

Stvcg our last issue all doubts with regard 
tothe identity of a man found dead between 
Florence and Saeaton, as mentioned Inst week, 
have been removed. The body was discover- 
ed, it is supposed, some three weeks subse~ 
quent to’the death of the individual, and 
could dot therefore be very readily recognized, 
An examination of the clothing, however, led 
to the conclusion that the suspicions entertain- 
ed were correct—that the deceased was no 
other than Mr, McDonald.

AN ACT to provide for tho creation of corpora 


tions ia the District of Columbia by genera 


law.

Seo. & And be it further enacted, That 


articles of association formed in pursuance of 


4he provisions of the foregoing section, shall 
be filed in the clerk's office of the register 
of deeds in the District of Columbia, and be 
recorded in a book kept for that purpose, and 
thereupon the persons who aball have sub- 
sctibed:the same, and all persona who shall 
from timeto thime become stockholders in 
in such company, and their successors, shall 
be a body politic and corporate, in perpetuity, 
by the name stated in such articles of associa~ 
tion, and shall he capable of suing and being 
suod, and may havea common seal and may 
make and alter the same at pleasure, and 
shall be capable in law of purchasing, hold- 
ing, and,conveying any real or personal prop- 
erty whatever, necessary for the construction 
of such rond, and for the erection of all neces- 
sary buildings and yards and appurtennaces 
for the use of the same, A copy [of] any 
articles of association filed ia pursuance of 
thia act: and certified to by a copy by the 
register of deeds, shall in all courta and 
places, be prima facie evidence of the in- 
corporation of such company and of the 
facts atated therein, 


Sro. 8, And be it further enacted, That 
dhe directors named in the seventh section 
of this act shall open books for subscription 
to the capital stock of the company at such 
times and in euch places as a majority of 
them may direct, thirty days’ notice of which 
shall be given by publication in somo daily 
paper publistted in said District; and in case 
a greater amount ofstock shall be subseribs 
‘ed than the wholo capital stock required by 
such company, the directors shall distribate 
auch capital stock se subscribed as equally 
As possible among the subscribers; bat no 
shara thereof ehall be divided in making 
auch distribution, nor shall a greater uum- 
bor of shares be alloted to any one subscrib- 
er than by him subscribed for. 


Seg, 10, And be it further enacted, That 
thera shall be an annual meeting of the 
stockholders at the office of the company 
for the election of directors to serve for 
thé ensuing year, notice of which shall be 
giren by the directors chosen as provided in 
the ficst section of this act, for the firat annual 
election, and afterwards by their successora in 
office, which notice shall be published not 
less than twenty days previous thereto, in 
& newspaper published ia the city of Wash- 
Angion, Three judges of election shall be 
chosen by the board of divectors previous to 
any annual meeting of the stockholders, who 
shall be atockholdera, but not directors at 

§ time of such election for directors, aud 
who shall openly count the votes and declare 
the result, and shall forniah the directora 
elected at auch meeting of stockholders with 
& ctttificate of thoir election, which certifi- 
cale shall be evidence of their authority to 
aci as guch directors. No, less than seven, 
Mor more than thirteen directors shall be cho- 
asa at such meeting of stockholders by vallot,

Seo. 12, Aud be it further enacted, That 
at a regular meeting of the stockholders of any 
such corporation, it shall be the duty ot the 
president and directors in olfice for the pre- 
ceding year to exhibit a clear and distinct 
statement of the affairs of the said company, 
aud at any meeting of the stockholders a ma- 
jority of those present, in person or by proxy, 
meyrequire similar statements from tlie direct~ 
ors, whose duty it shall be to furnish them 
when required; and at all general meetings 
of the stockholder in such company may re- 
move any president or any director, and 
elect others in their stead: Provided, That 
notice of auch intended removal shall have 
been givenas required in the two last preced- 
ing sections. 


Sec. 13, And be it further enacted, That 
in case it shall happen at any time that an 
election of directors shall not be made on the 
day designated by the by-laws of the company 
when it ought to have beem made, the com- 
pany for that reason shali not be dissolved, 
if whithin ninety days thereafter they shall 
hold au election for directors in such manner 
as shall be provided by the by-laws of the com- 
pany, There shall be a president of the com» 
pany who shall be chosen by and from the 
directors, and also such subordinate officers aa 
the company by-laws may designate, who may 
be elected or appointed, and require to give 
such security for the faithful performance of 
the duties of their offices as the company by 
its by luws may require: Provided, That go» 
thing herein contained shall be so construed 
as to prevent the stockholders from 1+ moving 
a president in the manner prescribed in tho 
preceding section, 

Sec. 14, And be it farther enacted, That 
it shall be lawfut for the directors to call in 
and demand from the stockholders, respecta 
ively, any sums of money by them subscribed, 
in such payments ss the directora shall deem 
propèr, under the penalty of forfeiting the 
shares of stock subscribed foe and all previous 
payments made thereon if payment shall nat 
be made by the stockholdera within thirty 
daya after personal demand or notice requir~ 
ing such payment: Provided, That sub- 
scriptions sball not be required to be paid 
except in equal instalments of not more than 
ten per centum per month, 

Seo. 15, And be it further enacted, That 
the directors of such company shall have 
power to make byslawa for the manngement 
and disposition of stock, property, and business 
affairs of such company, and prescribing the 
duties of the officers, artificers, and servants 
that may be employed, and for the appoint- 
ment of all the oficers for the carrying on all 
the business within the object and purposes of 
such company. 

Seo. 16. And be it further enacted, That 
the stock of anch company shall be deemed 
personal estate, acd shall be transferable only 
on the books of the company; but no shares 
shall be transferable until all previous calls 
thereon shall have been fully paid, or the 
shares shall have been forfeited for the non- 
paymént of calls thereon. 

Sec. 17. And be it farther enacted, That the 
president aad a majority of the directors, with» 
in thirty days after the paymentof the last

To purchase, andby voluutaty grants and don» 
ations receive and take possessioa of, and hold 
and use all such land and other property.as 
may be necessary for the construction and 
maintenance of iternilroad and station.

To lay out its road, not exceeding six rods wide 
and to construct the same; and for the pura 
poses of cuttings, embankments, and procer= 
ing stone and gravel, may take ag much more 
land within the limits of the charter as may be 
necessary for the proper conatraction of the 
eoad, Fifth, To construct their road upon 
any street or across any stream of water, water 
course, road, highway, railroad, or canal soas 
net to interfere with the free use of the same, 
but the corporation shall restore the stream or 
waterecourse, road or highway, thus intersecta 
ed, to its former state or ina sufficient man- 
ner as not to have impaired its usefalness or 
injured its franchises, Sixth, To cross, in» 
tersect, join aud unite with the grounds of such 


other railroad company ; and in every company 
whoserailroad is or shall heresfter be intersect» 
ed by any new railroad, in forming such inter- 
sections shall unite with the owners of such 
new railroad. 


Sco. 26. And be it farther enacted, That in 


case any company forming under this nct is uue 
able to agree tor the purchase of any real es- 
tate required for the construction of the track, 
turnout, and water stations, it shall have the 
right to acquire the title to the samein the 
manner and by the special proceedings pre- 
scribed in this act. 


Sec. 21. And beit farther enacted, That 


auch company is hereby authorized to enter 
upon any land fur the purpose of examining 
and surveying its railroad line, and may an~ 
propriate so much thereofas may be deemed 

necessary for its railroad, and a right to con~ 
duct water by aqueducts, and the right to make 
proper draius, The corporation shall forth. 

with deposit with the clerk of the supreme 

court of the District of Columbia, a description 
of the rights and interes{s intended to be ap- 
propriated, and such land, rights, and interest 
shall beloug to such company, to use‘for the 

purpose specified, by mahing or tendering 
payment as hereinafter provided. If the cor- 
poration shall not agree with the owner of the 
land, or with his guardian, if the owner is in» 
capable of contracting, touching the dumages 
enstained by such corporation, euch corpora- 
tion shall deliver to such owner or guardian a 
copy of such instrument of appropriation, Up- 
on fixing such act of appropriation and deliv» 
ery of such copy, or making such publication, 
the supreme court for the district af columbia, 
upon the application of cither party, shall ap- 
point three - disinterested freeholders to ap- 
praise the damages whicn the owner may Bus- 


tain by such appropriation; they shall con- 


sider the injury which the owner may sustain 


by reason of such railroad, and shall forth- 
with return their assessment of damages to the 
clerk of the snid court; acd thereupon such 
corporation shall pay to said clerk the amount 
thos assessed, or tenderthe same to the party 
in whose favor the damages are awarded, and 
on making payment thertof, in the manner 
herein required, it shall be lawful for such cor- 
poration to hold the interests in such lands or 
materials on asid roadway within fifty feet on 
each side of the centre of such roadway, for 
the uses aforesaid. 

Seo, 22. And be it further enacted, That if 
there are any adverse or conflicting felaim-nts 
to the money to be paid as: compensation, the 
court may direct the money to be paid into the 
said codrt until it can determine who is entitled

23, And’ be it further enacted, That 
the court shall appoint soma competent sta

Ssc. 26. And be it fprther enacted, That 
if at any time after the location of the track of 
snch road, in whole or in part, and the filing 
of the map thereof, it shall appear to the 
directors ofsuch eompany that tho line there- 
of may be improved, such directors mey from. 
time to time, akter the line, and cause a new 
map to be filed inthe said register's oftice, 
and may thereupon take possession of tha 
Jands embraced in such new location that may 
be required fer such construction and mainta- 
nance of such road on such new line, eithor 
by agreement with the owner or by such proa 
ceedings as are authorized under tho preced 
ing sections of this act, and use the same in 


place of the line fur which the new is substi. 
tuted, 


Sxo. 2%. And be it further enacted, That 
whenever the track of such railroad shall 
cross a road or highway, such road or highway 
may be carried under or over the track, us 
may be most expedient; gud in cases where 
an embankment or cutting shall male a change 
iu the lineof such road or highway desirable, 
with a view to a more easy ascent or descent, 
the said company moy take additional Jandy 
for the construction of such road or highway, 
or such new line!as may be deemed requisite 
bythe directora. Unless the lands so taken 
shall be purchased or voluntarily given for the 
purposes aforesaid, compensation therefor 
shail be ascertuiued in the manner in this 
act provided, as nearly as may be, and duly 
made by such corporativn to the owners aud 
persons interested in such lands, and the same, 
when co made and comporcation made, to bau 
come part of auch intersecting rosd or high- 
way, in such mannerand by such terms as the 
adjacent parts of such highway may be held 
for highway purposes. f 

Sro. 28, And be it further enacted, That 
every employe of any such railroad shall wear 
upon his hat or cap a badge which shall iu 
dicate his office and the initist letters of the 
firm or corporation by which he is employed, 
No collector without such badge shall meddle 
or interfere with any passenger or property. 

Sec, 29. And be it further enacted, That 
every such corporation shall make an annuai 
report to the clerk of said supreme court of the 
operations of the year ending on tho first day 
of January, which ~eport shall ba verified by 
the onih of the treasurer end acting superin. 
tendont of operatic 19, and tiled in his ottive by 
the tenth day of January in each yer, and 
shallstate: Firat. The capital stock. Sccond 
The amount expended for lands, roads, builda 
ings, engines and cars, respectively, Third, 
The amount of indy'ytoducsa and the amount 
due the corporation, Tourt the amount rea 
ceived for transportation, Wirth.

-LET US HAVE A CHANGE OF POLICY ! 

The recent continued depredations upon 
settlers and travellers throughout the Territory 
of Arizona, and the impunity enjoyed by the 
savages at whose haads these outrages have 
been enacted, would seem to demand, in the 
name of justice and humanity, that provisions 
be made against occurrences of a similar nas 
ture ia future, With the few troops at the 
disposal of the Department} commander, any 
amelioration in. the condition of our people 
may seen impossible—and must remain im- 
possible so long as wepersistin the foolish effort 
to accomplish with 1500 men a work which 
will demand the utmost exertion of 4000 men, 
for a whole yeir, before a fair starting point in 
the contest can be obtained, The experience 
often years of warfare, six years of which may 
be termed active, should be sufficient to es- 
tablish to the satisfaction of every intelligent 

individual, that a military force varying at 
times from 1500 to 2000 man, cannot secom- 
plish the subjugation of 20,000 Indians, well 
armed, and athome among the most inac- 
cessible mountain fastnesses within tho bound- 
aries of the nation. With this view of the mat- 
ter, then, (and we trast there are but few who 

" will not admit its justice), comes the demand 
for achange of policy. Common sense, even 
without the aid cf experience, tells us that our 
‘handful of troops” has worked and ia still 
working to accomplish an impossibility. Why, 
then, lose farther time ? It has been contend- 
ed that if we struggle on in the work of ex- 
termination, the government will at leagth he 
“stimulated to send us additional aid. This 
view of the matter is a mistake. From an 
army of 30,000, to a population of 40,000,000, 
wò cannot reasonably expect to be reenforeed, 
We have our proportion of troops and it ia well 
understood that we cannot bave more, 

Now, the change of policy to which we refer 
is, thatitis time the project of subjugation 
were abandoned, Lstthe troops be utilized 
by acting upon the defensive, generally, ine 
stead of being as they are at present, invalis 
dated under an aggressive order of things da- 


manding their oxtravagant distribution. If

proof that we cannot, then let us 
the troops be concentraiad at a few command- 
ing pointa where industry may receive the 
protection, and let isolated posts be abandoned, 

The White Mountain post, known as Camp 
Ord, was established under this subjugation 
scherag, Had we sniticlent troops to guard the 
agricultaral districts, enabliug us to ‘dispense 
with the services of four companies stationed 
there, the selection of that point asa hase of 
operations were unexceptional; but our agri- 
cultural and mining districts gre without pron 
tection, while the force at Camp Ord, without 
the aid or guaperation af troops at other points 
and so removed from the inhabited districts of 
the Territory that it cau afford no protection 
toindustty, ig as much lost to Arizona as 


though it wore stationed among the snows of 
Alaska, The White Mountain region, is the 
home of about 2000 Indian warriors; here is 
stationed a post of four companies mustering 
leas than three hundred men, 


Now, what is 
expected of these three hundred men ? It is to 
either subdue those Indians or keep ‘them at 
peace. Well, what are the chances of success 
in either case ? To expect 300 men to whip into 


submission a force of 2000 Indian warriors, 
well armed and upon their own ground, much 
lesa, to expect them to effectually repel a de- 
termined attack by such force, is simply ab-, 
surd. On the other hand, an effort to preserve 
peace with them is folly : the commanding 
officer, a man of undoubted courage and abil- 
ty, may peremptorily demand of them to re» 
main upon their reservation, but how is he to 
discover to what extent his demand is respect- 
ed? They may roam throughout the limits of 
their reservation, embracing an area of 4000 
aquara miles, and who can tell that they do not 
roam beyond tha lines. Two thousand Indians, 
embracing individuals of every age and either 
sex, are said to be on treaty there and conse- 
quently at peace. 
case, are We of the inhabited portions of the 
Territory benefited by this? Certainly not ! 
Never before since Arizona sought shelter be- 
neath our fltg have so many scenes of blood 
and rapine been enacted within the brief period 
ofa few months, as may be summed up within 
that which marks the occupation of Camp Ord.

We have had enough of this subjugation and 


pacification policy. Let us now have. « little 
defensive or protective policy, Abandon those 
isolated posts which entail endless expense and 
give neither security nor conquest in return, 


Fifteen handred men protecting our mining 
and agricultural interests will gacourage im- 
migration and thereby bring us peace and pros- 
perity much sooner than they cau by wasting 


their time and energies in the hope of accom- 
plishing that which common sense and ex» 
perience teach us is unattainable, 


All around as the Indians depredate con- 


tinually and we are powerless to take ven- 
geance upon them, They marder the traveller, 
desolate the home ot the settler and carry off 
his substance, 
taken by a military force which they cutnum- 
ber 20 to I. What is the rosult? Why, simply, 
that the avenging (?) force is beaten back, and 
the despoilers escape with impunity, 


They are followed and over- 


We repeat, abandon this subjugation policy 


and the isolated posts; concentrate tha troops 
at a few commanding points, and since we 
cannot hope for the subjugation of the savage 
let ua have, at least, protection from his rav- 
ages.’

EUROPEAN NEWS. 


Progress of the War. 

The despatches from Europe, which we pub- 
lish this week, are of more thas ordinary in- 
turekt, An engagement which, it would appear, 
has Seen comething more than n skirmish, has 
actually taken place. No confidence can howe 
ever, he placed in the reports which purport to 
furnish information from the seat of war, aa it 
will be observed that despatches dated in 
Paris indicate a French'victory, while those 
dated at Berlin claim victory forthe Prusa 
sians: 

Paris, July 29,—It is thought that the Prugs 
siang will deslino battle by the time the French 
cross the Rhine, They are concentrating 
heavy masses of troops at Sienowed, near Cobe 
lentz. . 

Berlin, July 29.--A general movement of 
the Prussian forces in the front, on the French 
lines, has commenced. There is an evident 
decision of the operations near at hand. 
Troops ara pushing forward to Mayence from 
all directions.
